I bave recently had the. rather 
doubtfal privilege of spending 
tighteen months in Germany, In 
theese deye Germany is an un- 
comfortable country for Germane 
—it is-even more unplessant for 
English prisoners of war. It is 
an experience that bappily falle 
to the lot ofonly a few Englanders, 
bat come of ua consider it an 
experience almost worth while. 
The average solider finds it very 
hard to feel spy real animosity 
againat the Germans and Ger- 
many; . the “Doaeitenis,” the 
sunken hoapital ships, the bomb 
ing of defenceless towns bave 
‘yoused his interest, but not his 
violent hatred ; being “ etrafed ” 
in the trenches, ‘seeing his pale 
killed, snd getting a painful 
“Blighty” himaslf, aie. all part 
of the day’a work; be does not 
hate brother Boche for that, Bat 
pat him-for six months in Ger. 
many, and be will come.out witha 
hatred of the Huns and svery- 
thing Hunzith, which he will 
carry with him to hia dying day. 
And that ie what mskes being a 
prisoner. worth while, - 8 

Your priecners of war know 


| only too well how all-importact it 


is that England and ber Allies 
should win this war. Give your 
repatriated prisoner the choice of 
returning to Germany or a clean 
baollet—be will take the clean 
ballet every time. But give him 
the choice of staying in England 
ta eea a patched up peace this 
year, or of going back to German 
imprisonment to swait oar final 
victory ten yearshencsea—he will 
take ‘his ticket for Holemindon, 
Nor is . this» mere personal 
animosity for ill-treatment of bim- 
self ,or his comrades.” I am not 
allowed to epeak of that, nor do [ 
want now todoso. Your prisoner 
of war baa seen the German aghe 
isin his own country—he has 
come to know German ideals (if 
one may call-them ideals) and to 
see what they have made of ths 
grestest nation which the Con- 
tinent of Europe has evar seen. 
Aud be realises that the German 
would make another Germany 
of England if he could, and that 
he will do so-if wa do-not beat 
him in this present war, 

. Daring my eighteen mouths I 
had, perhaps, » 8. more varied 
experience than the average 
prisoner. I was in five boepitale 
and five prison-camps, in ten 
different parts of Germany. I 
epoke to hundreds of Germans, 
occasionally in English or French, 
generally in my vergion of their 
mother tongue. They were 
doctors, nurses, ‘officers, andere 
officera, privates, clergyman (good 
and bad), barbers dattot informa- 
tion in their barberous., way), 
civilians, men and little children. 
E was for four months in a civilian 
hospital, where I mized oseually 
enough with the five hundred 
patienta, They alwaya spoke to 
me quite freely=almost eagerly. 
There wad seldom the elighteat 
trace of anftiendliness. This ia 
atcangely trae of Germany to-day. 
They no longer jeer and epit at 
the English prisoners: it may be 
that they have-no spit left, poor 
things, for the-German. geta no 
beer theese days. The aversge 
German peseant or labourer ia in 
himself a simple, -boneat,’ soft- 
hearted, aurprisingly sentimental 
being, quite a 
his_enintelligent.

Then I'augh! Those are tha 
questions, the very natural ques* 
tion, thst a repatriated prisoner 
hears every day,—~and he is not 
complaining !—more than oncs a 
day. " Bat be remembere the last 
Germana he esw, the inhabitants 
of Aachen, men, women, and. 
ebildren, peler even than Ger- 
mens were wont to be, thin sa 
‘Germans never were, wearied, 
fed-up. And be remembers the 
firet English folk he saw ss. be 
landed in Boeton—the hoppy, 
cheering boys and girla whe lined 
the banka andthe dooks, and: the 
railway etations; their - plump, 
|pink, healthy feces were . an 
answer to all hie Soxiety abont 
the condition of England, I have 
seen German hospital trains wait- 
ing ate station, and there was 
never & cheer ner s Emile tom 
the popalese. Ihave seen ‘long 
leave trains packed with Germans 
retaning from Flanders, there 
wag not & cheerfal-locking man 
among them. The Germans are 
fed-up. Bat not witb food. Fea 
queues and batter queaeas amuse 
me! No Germano! speak, of 
course, of the great bulk. of the 
poptlationno- German, « for 
eighteen months and more, has 
kad any tes, or coffe, or coos; 
or sugar, or butter, or inargarine, 
or jam. He has bad almost so 
meat, be hes bad very little milk. 
A meno whom I knew in Stuttgart 
fifteen months sgo, nn acconntsnt, 
with a fair income, had an‘siling 
wife with a babe one ‘month old. 
He bad a card for.extra milk in 
sddition to hie -ordinary milk 
card. Not only did.be nat get 
his extra milk, bat he could draw 
only half hbis’drdinary ration. 
Thera ia no-tinved milk in 
Germany.. The baby.died. Ihave 
seen 8 potato queus in Stuttgart 
wait outside s shop from early 
morning to noon, when they wore 
told that there were ‘‘ no potatoes 
to-day.” Uae “ 
The German scoldierd’ in’ my 
bospitsla were so badly nourished 
that quite simplé wounds took 
months to heal. Thair. food was 
mostly a peculiatly vile form of 
mangel worséls (shall I ever forget
